Harkin announced that 
he was running for 
president in 1992. He 
attacked Bush on such 
issues as abortion, the 
economy, and taxes. 
OCTOBER 

Supreme Court 
Justice-to-be Clarence 
Thomas and University 
of Oklahoma law 
professor Anita Hill 
faced off in a dramatic 
battle of the sexes 
about sexual 

harassment. Men and 
women around the 
country followed suit 
with their own debates 
on this sensitive topic. 

Another type of 
battle took place on the 
baseball diamond. It 
was a battle of the 
underdogs, with the 
Minnesota Twins 
defeating the Atlanta 
Braves in a dramatic 
seventh game. 

Central Iowa was 
forced to a screeching 
halt in a Halloween ice 
storm. Johnston was 
hit especially hard and 
150 Leadership 
Retreat participants 
were stranded at the 
school until the busses 
could make it to Boone.

America lost a 



sports hero and gained 
a national spokesman 
when Earvin "Magic" 
Johnson announced that 
he had tested positively 
for the HIV virus that 
causes AIDS and would 
be retiring from 
basketball. His new 
position as 

spokesperson prompted 
a new awareness about 
the virus and safe sex, 
at least for a while. 

In Louisiana, 
Republican David Duke 
lost the race for 
governor to incumbant 
Edwin Edwards. Duke 
had gained national 
attention as former 
grand wizard of the Ku 
Klux Klan. His strong 
showing in the polls, 
however, raised many 
questions about the 
presence of racism 
today.

While in Japan 
to discuss trade, 
President Bush fainted 
and vomited on the 
Prime Minister. 
While he was fine the 
next day, many 
thought this was the a 
reflection of the 
unsuccessful 
bargainings with 
Japan. 

Bush returned 
home to many 
Americans who were 
very unhappy with 
Japan. "Japan- 
bashing* became a 
popular pastime after 
leaders of that country 
called American 
workers "lazy." 



FEBRUARY 

Presidential 
candidate Bill Clinton 
was the subject of an 
article in the tabloid 
The Star this month.

APRIL 

Petition- 
signing campaigns 
started to get Texas 
billionaire Ross Perot 
on the ballot for the 
primaries. Though at 
the time the 
independent 
businessman hadn't 
announced he ws 
running, he had a lot 
of support.

mishaps, Iowa 

representative Jim Nussle 
wears a bag over his head on 
the House floor. 



Duke won their 
second straight NCAA 
basketball title in the 
Final Four in 
Minneapolis. 

MAY 

A jury of six 
men and six women 
(and no African- 
Americans) delivered 
a "not guilty" verdict 
in the Rodney King 
trial. King was made 
famous in 1991 when 
he was videotaped 
being beaten 
repeatedly during an 
arrest. 

Riots broke out 
immediately after the 
verdict came down in 
Los Angeles. Police 
lost control of the city 
when people began 
setting fires and 

protesting, carrying 
signs that said "No 
justice, no peace." 
Many were left 

unemployed after 
looters took advantage 
of the broken windows 
of burned businesses 
and stole things in 
broad daylight as 

police stood by, 

helpless. Eventually 
the National Guard was 
called to the area to 
provide support for 
the police.
